Timely as tomorrow is “Dive 
Bomber” the new picture which 
the Strand Theatre will show 
starting Friday. The big Tech- 
nicolor special tells the story 
of the Navy’s unsung heroes 
who fly more for science than 
for glory and who made pos- 
sible the development of dive- 
bombing.

All of the devices and in- 
struments used are practical 
and perfect, some even far 
in advance of equipment in 
use generally. The U. S. Navy 
technical experts, under Com- 
manders J. R. Poppen of the 
Medical Corps, Washington, 
and Seth Turner and Charles 
Brown of the flight branch, 
insisted that things be right. 





tiz directed the picture. It is 
“Dive Bomber,” starring Errol 
Flynn and Fred MacMurray, 
with Regis Toomey, Ralph Bel- 
lamy, Robert Armstrong, Allen 
Jenkins and a score of other 
actors in featured roles. It was 
filmed in Technicolor, and in a 
way was the most costly picture 
ever made. 

This cost will be visual rather 
than actual, although the studio 
has a goodly sum invested in it. 
The other millions, many of 
them, are represented by the 
physical backgrounds against 
which, and upon which, the 
action was filmed.

Every resource of United 
States naval aviation was made 
available to Warner Bros. and 
to director Michael Curtiz that 
the people of this and other 
lands may be made well aware 
of what the navy is doing in 
these stratospheric times. 

“Dive Bomber” is not a war 
picture in the sense that men 
and planes will be shown in 
battle conflict. The conflict of its 
theme is the fight men of science, 
medical science, are waging to 
keep ahead of the breathtaking 
mechanical development of 
aviation today.

Naturally this greatly 
cramps a film director’s style. 
One most cramped, and _ this 
only because he’s a man of im- 
pulse, hard-driving, and a be- 
liever in the direct approach, 
was Warner Bros.’ Michael 
Curtiz. 

Curtiz directed the new Errol 
Flynn-Fred MacMurray naval 
aviation thriller, “Dive Bom- 
ber,” most of which was filmed 
on the U. S. Naval Air Base, 
San Diego, Cal.

a new profession, men called 
Flight Surgeons. Errol Flynn 
and Ralph Bellamy are Flight 
Surgeons in “Dive Bomber.” It 
was to study Flight Surgeons, 
their methods, and the reactions 
of their “patients” that Warner 
Bros.’ Curtiz visited the Wright 
Laboratories at Dayton, the 
Curtis plant in New York, Pen- 
sacola, Seattle and other points, 
before he went to work with his 
color cameras. 

Because the Navy cooperated 
in the picture, the Navy had 
the logical right to expect and 
demand absolute accuracy. The 
ground work being done to pre- 
vent altitude sickness, dread 
“black out” from. bombing 
dives, aeroembolism, flight fati- 
gue, night blindness, and all the 
other unsolved things that be- 
set men who fight 30,000 or 50,- 
000 feet above the earth had to 
be shown in accurate and under- 
standable detail. 

Flights of 10, 15, 20 naval 
bombing and torpedo squadrons 
will be shown. As there are 18 
planes in the regulation squad- 
ron, nine in a division, and three 
in a section, the size and scope 
of these great mass flights can 
well be imagined. 

Curtiz declares, Errol Flynn 
agrees, it is the biggest and 
most important picture they 
have ever made together, and 
they’ve done some pretty big 
ones in the past. 

Curtiz is more than grateful 
that he had the help of Wright 
Field experts before he started 
it. Otherwise “Dive Bomber” 
would have been much more dif- 
ficult to film. 





States themselves, neither War- 
ner Bros. nor any other motion 
picture company can pay the 
men or officers for work per- 
formed on a film production. 
But there are other ways to 
show appreciation than to pay 
out money in hand. Property 
men with the “Dive Bomber” 
company handled more than 2,- 
500 cartons of cigarettes during 
the time the troupe was at the 
San Diego base, and it was ap- 
parent that all the enlisted sail- 
ors had plenty of “tailor mades.”’ 
Some fine new motion picture 
projection machines were instal- 
led in new club rooms and bar- 
racks—facilities hitherto lack- 
ing because recreational needs 
come after housing and train- 
ing in naval expansion plans.

Only man thrown out of his 
usual pattern of habit was direc- 
tor Mike Curtiz himself. In the 
heat of directing a scene he 
often forgot that he wasn’t an 
admiral, not even a lieutenant 
junior grade. His announce- 
ments that “Now everyone 
comes to attention” brought no 
reaction at all. But when those 
orders came from a regular of- 
ficer, that was another thing.

Much of the exterior work on 
the picture was done at the

Most difficult production 
problems was to get actual 
scientific equipment, all prac- 


tical, such as that in use at 
the Wright Field Flight Sur- 
geon Laboratories, Dayton, 
Ohio, where most such work in 
the country is done today. Some 
of this equipment was obtained 
on loan from Wright Field of- 
ficials.

Lt. Commanders Seth Warner 
and Charles Brown, and Lieut. 
Ray C. Needham of the Sara- 


toga.

- Every type of fighting and 
observation plane used by the 


United States Navy, including 
the newest super-bombers and 
fastest pursuit and interceptor 
planes off the assembly lines, 
were used in filming the new 
picture opening at the Strand 
today — Warner Bros. “Dive 
Bomber,” all-in-color special in 
which Errol Flynn and Fred 
MacMurray are co-starred. 

But what is more important 
from the Navy standpoint is 
that the entire picture was 
filmed without interruption of 
any training or flight routine 
necessary under the current 
emergency defense program. 

To see that this was so, and 
also to see that Warner Bros. 
got every possible help, official 
Washington assigned Command- 
er J. R. Poppen and Commander 
Seth Warren, U. S. N., to work 
with director Michael Curtiz 
and the company in filming 
“Dive Bomber,” parts of which 
were made in Pensacola and at 
Pearl Harbor, in addition to 
those scenes made at the San 
Diego base. 

The cast, in addition to Flynn 
and MacMurray, includes Ralph 
Bellamy, Regis Toomey, Robert 
Armstrong, Allen Jenkins, Her- 
bert Anderson, Craig Stevens 
and a score of other young lead- 
ing men in minor cadet and 
pilot roles. Only woman in the 
cast is the startlingly lovely 
Alexis Smith who appears 
briefly but memorably to stir up 





a little trouble between Flynn 
and MacMurray. 

Real stars of the air epic are 
the planes themselves, and the 
big ships that serve them. Many 
of the scenes were made aboard 
one of the larger plane car- 
riers, the Enterprise, which 
happened to be stationed at San 
Diego while the Warner Bros. 
company was on location there. 

Strictest rules governed all 
members of the film troupe while 
at the base. Members of the cast 
and crew, without exception, 
had to wear special photogra- 
phic identification badges at all 
times, carry California auto- 
mobile drivers’ licenses (which 
bear finger prints of the lic- 
encee), and stay within the 
area in which the company was 
working for the day.

tween the two men is played up 
in a well-handled romantic epi- 
sode which features Alexis 
Smith, a beautiful screen new- 
comer whose dramatic talents 
and photogenic qualities makes 
her excellent star material. The 
strong supporting cast includes 
the capable Ralph Bellamy in 
the first serious role he has 
played recently.

How is the I.Q. of your heart? 

Flight surgeons of the United 
States Navy can tell you. They 
are a small handful of special- 
ists as far in advance of their 
professional field today as the 
Lockheed stratosphere intercep- 
tor plane is an advance over 
the model T Ford automobile. 

The duty and effort of the 
modern flight surgeon is to 


keep miltary and naval fliers in 


the air. They fail in their job 
when an aviator has to be 
grounded because he no longer 
is mentally or physically cap- 
able of flying a plane. 

This, then, is the dramatic 
premise of the Strand’s next 
feature attraction, “Dive Bom- 
ber,” in which Errol Flynn and 
Fred MacMurray are co-star- 
red, and in which Flynn is 
a naval doctor specializing in 
Schneider tests, high altitude 
sickness, chronic flier fatigue 
and the dread black-out that 
bomber pilots suffer when they

The Schneider tests, standard 
with the United States Navy, 
and named after the man who 
evolved them, establish the 
norm that tells the I.Q. of your 
heart. And other things. 

If your pulse rate while you 
recline is somewhere between 
one to 18 beats per minute, 
yow’re still pretty good. But if, 
50 and 70 beats to the minute, 
you’re still good. But if, after 
after standing, it jumps 35 or 
40 beats, you rate a zero, and 
if it does worse than that, you 
rate a minus three. 


There, about as simply as it 
can be stated, is one of the 
principal controls of the flight 
surgeon’s check. 

One of the great specialists 
in this field, which must be 
called new, is Commander J. 
R. Poppen, medical corps U.S. 
N., who was assigned by the 
Navy department to watch tech- 
nical details of “Dive Bomber.”

MacMurray has been under 
contract to Paramount studio 
since 1934, the year that com- 
pany’s eastern office “caught” 
Fred in “Roberta,”’ which star- 
red the late Lyda Roberti on 
Broadway, and offered him a 
contract. MacMurray cooled his 
heels at Paramount for five or 
six months before Wesley Rug- 
gles plucked him for an im- 
portant part with Claudette 
Colbert in “The Gilded Lily,” 
released early in 1935. The 
rest, as the saying goes, has 
been Hollywood history. 

Since “The Gilded Lily,’’ Mac- 
Murray has appeared in 27 pic- 
tures, including his present as- 
signment in “Dive Bomber,” and 
of the 27 only three others have 
been made on loan-out to com- 
panies other than Paramount. 
This indicates the high regard 
that his home lot has for him, 
and the change in Hollywood’s 
attitude toward him since 1928, 
when, 20 years of age, he first 
tried to get work as an extra. 

This was just after his first 
trip to the coast, when he drove 
his mother out from the middle 
west to visit relatives in Los 
Angeles. He registered as an 
extra to augment his “regular” 
salary of $20, promised, each 
week for sandpapering paint 
from used cars. At the end of 
the second week his employer 
went out of business. Mac- 
Murray’s faith in the American 
employer remains shaken to 
this day. 

MacMurray, one of the tall- 
est men on the screen—6 ft. 
3% inches—was born in Kanka- 
kee, Illinois, August 30, 1908. 
This event interrupted the pro- 
fessional tour of his father, a 
concert violinist, and his mother, 
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FRED MACMURRAY as the daring 
pilot of a U. S. Navy dive bomber 
in Warner Bros. spectacular new air 
drama, "Dive Bomber."

pianist-accompanist. A_ short 
time later the family moved to 
Madison, then soon to Beaver 
Dam, Wisconsin, which little 
city Fred regards as his home 
town. He remains a small town 
boy in his attitude and mode of 
living. 

Because of his parents, Fred 
responded to musical training 
at an early age. At five he 
played the violin, appearing 
publicly with his father, who 
had the lad stand on a chair to 
increase the novelty of the act. 

Between school terms Fred 
worked in a canning factory, 
packing peas, and at other odd 
jobs to obtain money enough 
to buy a baritone horn and then 
a saxophone. Music was still 
his chief interest; he played in 
both the Legion and the high 
school bands and, at night, 
worked with a five-piece dance 
orchestra that was a favorite in 
the district. 

While MacMurray was on 
location with Warner Bros.’ 
“Dive Bomber” company at 
Coronado, Calif., an inquisitive 
old lady in the hotel one night 
asked him what he thought he 
might be doing if he were not 
an actor. 

“Madame, I’d be a trumpet 
player with my own band. And 
a very good one, too,” Mac- 
Murray answered. 

After Fred finished school, he 
played with various orchestras 
around Chicago for a year, but 
failed to connect at the College 
Inn, where he most desired to 
work. Between band jobs, and 
during the days, he helpéd his 
finances by selling electrical ap- 
pliances from door to door. 

Then came 1928 and the motor 
trip to Hollywood with his 
mother, his first work as an 
extra, and his job as saxaphon- 
ist with the Warner Bros. Thea- 
ter orchestra. 

His real break came when he 
and other musicians from the 
Warner Theater and other or- 
chestras formed what they 
called the California Collegians, 
with MacMurray as saxophon- 
ist, vocalist and clown. It was 
not long before they were head- 
ed for New York, and there ap- 
peared in “Three’s a Crowd,” 
“The Third Little Show,” and 
then “Roberta.”

Errol Flynn has never ex- 
pressed his philosophy of life in

—but his general attitude gets 
the thought over without his 
having to express it.

But 
never so angry that he lost his 
remarkable self possession.

One of his chief, and most 
expensive, delights is his fine 
racing ketch Sirocco, which he 
readily admits he cannot afford 
but does. Another fairly costly 
pleasure is his “farm.” This is 
a small acreage on a saddle of 
the Santa Monica mountains 
just off of Mulholland Drive, 
15 minutes from Warner Bros.
